Page though the word Chirurgery fig- 
ye nifies all Adzzual Operations in 
ye general ; yet, by reafon of its pre~ 
eminence above all the reft, it ts 
now only given ro that rr,

Difeafes of the Body, by the affiftance of the 
Hands. 

‘Tis true, that External Accidents require not 
only the help of the Hands; but alfo Jeternal 
Means; therefore it is no wonder fora Part of 
Phyfick to require the whole : Chirurgery being a 
Part, which depends upon the Body of Phy fick: 
Bur thefe internal Medicines we. impart to you, 
not as Chérurgeons, butas Phyficéans.

Operations; Extention, Conjoyuing , Ligature , 
Well-placing ; and withal, the application of ont- 
ward and inward remedies. 

Extention can hardly be performed without 
pain . which yer will be much lefs, ifthe Member 

e fo extended, that the Mufcles do not labours 
that isto fay, The Part muft be fo laid, that when 
an health, they could hold out. longeft without ti- 
ring. Sometimes the extention muft be greater, 
fometimes leffer , which will be performed arighr, 
#f regard be had to the time of the Fracture, to 
the age of the Patient, and to the greatnefs of 
the Bone. Arecent Fraéture, a tender Patient, a 
imall Bone, require a gentler extention : on the 
contrary, anold Fra@ure,aftrong Patient, and 
a big Bone, a greater. “Fhe manner of extending, 
Ideicribe not, becanfe it is better learnt by the 
frequent view of Praétice, than by Reading. 

. After Extention, you aretojoynthe Bones toz 
gether , in the doing of which, the Mufcles muft

If.a Wound-accompany the FraGure, then ought 
you to extend the Part firft (yct fomewhat gent- 
ler than ina fimple Fracture) then you are to 
joyn the Bones together , next, to obferve the 
Wound, to bring the Lips thereof rogether with 
Plaifters, rather than with a Needle, and to guard 
it with a Defenfive: And Jaftly, Rowlthe Part, 
and lay it conventently. 

If there be a Comsnntion or great (hattering of 
the Bones joyned with the Wound, then endea- 
vour with Forceps ro remove the fmall loofe 
Bones, leaving thofe to Nature that are yet any 
way fixed ; for fhe will, though fomewhat later, of 
her felf throw them out , and fometimes fhe will 
unite them again to the whole... Yet, to forward 
her, you may aflift Nasure with the following Me- 
dicaments. 

Take Athes of Earth-worms , three drams’; 
Virgins-Honey, an ounce and half s mix them, and 
make an Oyntment.

If the Bone be dare, cover it with its own skin 
and Mufcles, and defend it from the Air as much 
as is poflible. | 

If it be bare and alfo ftarted ont, endeavour to 
reduce it again into.its place., bucif it be got out 
too far, take away the pieces thus ftarred ont, with 
a Saw or Nippers. 

Now thefe Manual Operations. being well per- 
formed, the Patient muft obferve,a good Diet; 
open a Vein upon occafion, and afterwards purge 
the Blood. In the Fraétures of .the lower parts, 
purging is not convenient ; but if the Patients 
Belly be bound, he muft take a Suppofirory. 

In the Fractures of the upper parts, purging or 
adminiftring Clyfters, is oftner neceflary, and 
may be done by the enfuing compounded or fimple 
Medicines, which may alfoferve you in all other

Theres 
fore I begin with.the broken Peritoseum, which 
fometimes gives way to the Inteftines,at other times 
tothe Cawl, and not feldom co both,, to get out of 
their. natural placeinto the groins or Scrotum,there 
caufing a Rupture called Enterocele, or Hernia In- 
teftenalis, if the Guts come out ; an Epiplocele; ar 
Hernia Omentalis, if the Omentum or. Cawl be out. 
.., Lhe Peritoneum 1s made up of two ftrong, but 
fofr. Membranes, .which do fo contain whatfoever 
is included in the Belly or lowelt Cavity , that 
when. found, mothing can fall out. . In Women, 
the Os pubisis its urmoit limit : In Men, its ou- 
vermoft Membrane reaches further, and conftitutes 
the frft proper Coat of the. Tefticles... In the 
Groins, it comprehends the Seminal Veffels as in 
aSheath, called Procef[#s, or. Produttio Peritonat. 
This being ftretched, or. enlarged, or coming to. 
burft, is the proximate caufe cothelately menti- 
oned Ruptures. » The Groins therefore are the 
ufval places of -Ruptures : But do not imagine, 
that the Peritoneum cannot be diftended or burft 
in other places, and there to caufe a Rupture.

As tothe feafon of the year, and the beur of the 
day , little regard needs to be had in thofe Dif- 
eafes, wherein bleeding cannot be long deferred 
without danger, asin Pleurifies, Squinancies , Gc. 
Otherwife, the Spring and Autumn, and the Mor. 
ning are beit. 

The Veins that are wont commonly to be open- 
ed, are thefe ; In the Fore-head, the Vena frontzs; 
in the Temples, the Vena. Temporal; in the 
Mouth, the Vena fub-lingualis, or Ranularis s in 
the Neck, the fugularis Externa , in the Arm, 
the Bafilica,under which lieth an Artery ; the AZ- 
diana, under which lieth a Nerve, and under both 
of them a Tendon; andthe Cephalica, which hath 
under or near it, neither Artery, Nerve nor Ten- 
don, and therefore may fafely be opened: This 
Jaft hath but one {mall branch that runs ourward 
tothe Head, whence it hath got the name of the 
Flead Vein. Without this confideration, it little 
matters which of thefe three be opened, in regard 
that about the Arm-pits they all acknowledge no 
more but one Branch... In the Hand, between 
the little Finger and its Neighbour, the Salvatella ; 
inthe Foot, the Saphena and I/chiatita. 

The manner of bleeding is fo wel] known, that 
I think it needlefs here to defcribe ir: Only I could 
wilhthat fome of thofe that let blood, would take 
care fomewhbat better to guefs of the number 
of ounces of Blood they take from their Patients, 
that fo we might nor find 12, 16,18, yea, 
2% ounces drawn away inftead of 6 or 8, that 
were 
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were preferibed. To prevent fointolerable a mi- 
ftake, I would advife, that {mall Porringers of 
Tin or Copper were*made, in which the number 
of ounces were marked, though expert Mafters 
do not at all need them, as knowing that Blood 
is really weightier than it outwardly feems. 


CHAP. XII.

He Humors here and there gathered, do often 
T caufe a {welling, which Nature is not always 
able to diffipate, unlefs Art do fuccour her by fit 
means; which if fruiclefs, you muft ufe fuppura- 
tion, and then ftay ull fhe of her felf make an 
opening, except there be aneceflity to haften one, 
or even not to ftay for a perfect fuppuration: As, 
r. Whenthe matter being very fharp or malign, 
upon which happens a corrofion of the neighbour- 
ing parts, and a corruption of the Bones, Ten- 
dons or Nerves. 2. When it may affe@a nobler 
part. 3. Whenitt liethia the Joynts. 4. When 
it is caft out by a Crifis. 

Before you proceed to the opening, you are to 
confider, Whether the matter be contained in ats 
own proper Tunicle, or whether it be without any 
Tunicle. If without any, then,make your aper- 
tion with a right Line, obferving the Fibres of the 
Mulcles. Forexamples In the Head, according 
tro the pofition of the Hair, long-wayes ; in the 
Fye-lids, tranfverfe ; inthe Temples, the Nofe, 
Neck, Breaft, Back, Arms, Feet, Joynts, long- 

wayes ;

Alwayes 
beware of touching any great Vein, Artery or 
Nerve, though the Fibres be cutacrofs, left from 
a lefler evil there fhould arife a greater, 

The propereft place for the opening, 1s the moft 
raifed and fofteft part of the Abfcels, if poffible 
in the depending, that the purulent matter may the 
more conveniently be difcharged: To whichend 
alfo you arewith a Tent fo long to keep open the 
wound, until the part, being altogether cleanfed 
of its preternatural Humors may return to its fore 
mer Funétions, 

In the opening, thruft not inthe Launcet too 
deep, nor further into the Cavity than to the mate 
rer, and asfoon as you perceive that, draw it a 
little back, and turn the point upwardmaking 
your opening through the Skin fo big as may af- 
ford the contained matter a free vent. 

If the Abfcefs be included in a Tunicle, if {mall, 
make the incifion long-wayes ; if big, then make 
a double incifion, that is, crofs-wayes ; and beware 
of touching the Veficle, otherwife you muft ex- 
pect a foctid and almoft incurable ulceration. This 
being welldone, prefs out with your Fingers the 
Velicle, which feldom or never fticks to the Skin, 
and eafily follows ; cut off the litle Artery by 
which it is fed , and havea care, that not the leaft 
Particle of the Bag may remain onit, legit ga- 
ther again. 

Forafmuch as in this Operation I find that Chi- 
rurgeons differ in the Inftrument they ought to ule, 
fome chufing the Lauscet,others the Potentsal Can-

tery, and extol it far above the former: Ithink 
my felf obliged to declare here what I judge of this

The Potential Cautery hath this advantage, that 
it doth not terrifie timorous Patients, or is pain- 
ful to the tender , efpecially joyning with it the 
prefent and known good Remedies: For ‘anguen- 
ched Lime mixed with Holland Sope, worketh deep 
enough into the flefh, yet much gentlierthan the 
corrofive of 4mbr. Pareus. Burit hath thefe in- 
conveniences : 

1. That, according to the tendernefs or ftrength 
of the Skin or Bodies, fometimes it eats in deeper 
than needs ; for we have found by experjence, that 
in fome it hath eaten through the Skinand Mulcles 
to the very cavity of the Belly; tn others, trreco- 
verably wounded the procefles of the Peritonenm, 
together with the feminal Veflels therein. 

z. Commonly ic fpreads ic felf in length and 
breadth fomewhat further than you would have it, 
efpecially if it be to be applied under the Arm-pits, 
in the Groin, or inthe Joynts; for it no fooner 
srows warm, but it melts, and fo fpreads abroad, 
notwithftanding the Platfter with which the Surge- 
on defigned to bound tt. 

3. There are neceffarily required fome hours 
(in fome bodies more, in others lefs) before it can 
perform its operation ; and this the Humor will 
not alwayes bear, efpecially if it be malign. 

4.And the Scar falls not prefently off; and if yon 
woul@eive a prefent vent tothe Humors, you will 
be obliged till to make ule of a Launcet. Be as 
circum{peét as you can, I am fure, you will hardly 
avoid thefe inconveniences,

choice of this place, and’ another ufeth that place 
as the beft. Upon which account, Hippocrates 
Guido, Amatus Lujfitaous, &c. do make the aper- 
tion between the third and fourth Rib, counting 
from beneath upwards : Frenns; Rivers#s, and ma- 
ny others, between the fourch and fifth; Paulus 
eLgineta, Vidus Vidins, Fabritinsab Aquapenden- 
te, Sennertus ,Scc. between the fifth and fixth; which 
place, in my opinion, ts the fafeft , for, if higher, 
the Pericardium, if lewer, the Diaphragma may 
be wounded , of which there have: been many fad 
Examples.. But inthis difference of diffenting 
Writers, what hath been faid, will dire& youto 
pafsinto the fafe(t Haven. 

All things therefore well confidered, chufe the 
place where to make your Apertion, not the fore- 
part (for, before, the Sreruam or Brealt-bone will 
hinder your operation heres nor 1a the back-part, 
for the Ribs are fo clofeto one another, that with- 
out hurting fome Veflels , you cannot make any 
Apertion there) but on the fide, four or five inches 
from the Sternum: Neither ought the Incifion to 
be fo near to the upper Ribs, as to the lower, be- 
caufe the intercoftal Veflels, wiz. the Vein, Atte- 
ry and Nerve, lie in the lower part of each Rib, 
where Nature hath affigned them a place, branch- 
ing themfelves into the middle of the intercoftal 
Mulcles. which diffemination neverthelefs hin- 
dersnor, but that the Incifion may be made inthe 
middle berween the two Ribs. 

After you have marked the place with Ink, 
charge the Patient to breath ferth as long as pofhi- 
bly he can, without taking it in, and inthe mean 
time make an oblique, but {mall Orifice: and put in- 
to ita Silver or Leaden Pipe, and take forth four 
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or five ounces of Matrer to run out inaday. In 
cafe the Matter does not come forth well, place 
your Patient on the wounded fide, and make him 
tocough ; if by reafon of its toughnels ic will nor 
yet come ‘forth, then inje€t: into the cavity fome 
abfterfive, exficcating and healing Medicines ; As, 

Take Goats whey, eighteen.-ounces s Hone y 
of Rofes, four “ounces ; the Juice of Gelandine 
and Smal! age, of each fix drams: Mingle it. 

Or, 

Take the Roots of Comfrey the greater, an 
ounce ; of Sanicle., half an ounce; the Leaves 
of Betony , Agrimony, Periwincle., Burnet, of 
each half a-handful.-. the Cordial Flowers , two 
pugils, theSeeds of St. Johns-wort, Holy-Thi- 
ftle, Roman-Nettle, of each half a dram: Boil 
them in Water and Honey to a.piat and half . {train 
it, and keep it for your ule. 

Of this Injection, the Patient’ may alfo drink a 
little twice or thrice a day. 

It is yet further to be obferved, that the colle- 
eted Matter is often contained in. a Membrane of 
its own, and by iss rifling, manifelts it felf from 
without, and then the Latines-call it Vomica.Pul- 
monis : \n whichcafe, yon muft not flay till the 
Membrane breaks, of ic felf,. for by delay, the 
Matter flowing up and down is more difficultly to 
be got-out of the Breaft ; but open it prefenily, 
taking no other place, but the moft raifed part of 
the fweliing. 

Now, fince an Empyema for the moft part foi- 
jows upon a Plewrifie, and ’tis daily fund, thar 
ignorant Chirurgeons; take al! kind of pain in the 
fides, Belly and Breaft , although caufed from 
Winds only, for aPleurific , thereupon immedi.

ately opening a Veins I thoughr therefore necef- 
fary to write in this place of the Plesrifie, as rauch 
as isneceflary for a Chirurgeon to know, forthe

The Plewrifie then 3s an snflammatson of the Pleu- 
ra, and commonly of the Lungs themfelves, caufed 
Jrom affiux of Blood, accompanied with P ain,Cough, 
fpsteing of Blood, foortne/s of Breath, continual 
Feaver, ftrong and quick Pulfe. 

The Can/e is the Blood, fometimes alone (when 
a true Pleurific) fometimes mixe with other Hu- 
mors, then it occafions a Baftard one. 

The Signs, as may be feenin the Defcription, 
arefoevident, that thofe, who know not howto 
diftinguith ir from a Cholick, are not werthy of 
any cxcufe. | 

The Prognofticks. | The fooner the matter is 
concoéted, and the whiter and’ ealilier “tis ejected, 
the quicker and fafer is the Iffue. If the Cough, 
and difficulty of breathing leflen nor by a copious 
Expectoration, ‘cis anill ign. If the Patient come 
not to {pit the third or fourth day, then will he 
fcarce fee the feventh; If upon Bleeding, and other 
fit means, the pain ceafe nor, the: Patient muft ef- 
ther die; or the Plearifie will turn to a Confamptt- 
on, or an Empyema. 

The Cure.} Inthis cafe, Bleeding is one of the 
moft neceflary and fafeft means of Cure; and if 
ufedintime, the Patient, inthe very Operation, 
and before the Vein be clofed, will find relief, and 
fomerimes be altogether freed of the pain. Nor 
do I know any Difeafe, in which there may, to 
the Patient’s benefit, be fo much Blood taken away 
ar ance, as inthis.

CHAP. XVI. 
Of removing a Cataract of the Eye. — 


A Cataract ( by the Greeks called Hypochyma, 
by the Latines, Saffufie, inthe German and 
Belgick Tongue, De Staer) w acontretion of [u- 
perfinonsHumors,by little and little generating. a pre- 
ternatural Membrane betwixt the Cornea and the 
Cryftaline Humor, covering either totally, or i 
part, the Pupil of tho Eye, and fo aepriving the 
Patient of his fight, or hindring.t. 

Difference. | \t-is either Jmperfect, whea the 
Humor is thin, or the Apple of the Eye not to- 
tally covered ; or Perfect, when it is changed into 
a Membrane, or the Pupil is quite covered. Some- 
times tis white, gray, yellow, green, fometimes 
of a leaden colour, &c. according as the green, 
yellow or black Choler is mingled amongft 1. 

The Seatof it is between the Cornea and the 
Cryftalline hamor, being fometimes nearer to thas, 
fometimes to that. 

The Caufe is a Phlegmatick Humour, either 
colleéted there by the weaknefs of the Eyes, or 
by the Brain tranfmicted thither by reafon of its 
abundance. 

Signs.| In the beginning, the Patient fees eve- 
ry thing double, and of many colours the Air 
feems to him full of Flies, Netsand Clouds, and 
cannot endureagreat light, Thereupon his fight 
leffens, and all things appear as Spots, and at 
length there follows blindnefs, If it be juft in 
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Of removing a C 
the Center of the Pupil, yet covers not the whole 
Pupil, but leaveth round about the fight fome 
place free, and then all the Patient fees, feems per- 
forated. If the Pupil fpreads it felf , whea you 
rub the eye with your Fingers, then isit yetim- 
perfect , if it remains unmoved, there isno doubt 
of its being perfect. 

The Prognofticks. | The .imperfeét Cataract 
may ealily be cured inthe beginning, by conveni- 
ent External and Internal Medicines, in found Bo- 
dies, and in Patients of a middle Age. The lefs 
the Pupil is dilated, the lefs hope of Cure... The 
nearer the Suffufion is to the Cryftalline Humor, 
the more dangerous, If the Eye be turned to the 
Suan, and the Patient then fees no glimmering of 
Light, there is no benefit to be expected from the 
Manual Operation. If the Humors of the Eye 
be commixt by the Needle, though the membrane 
be removed, then blindnefs will certainly remain, 
If in the Operation you happen.to touch the 
Membrane of the Eye, called the Retsza, the Pa- 
tient will after that alwayes fee the Air, asif full 
of fmall Hair and Flies. A Cataract commonly 
remains fo foft unto the third year, that it will not 
follow the Needle, after thethird or fourth year, 
it is fo firm and hard, that it can by ne Art be loof- 
ned. The Blood fpile by the ufe of the Needle, 
eaufeth no danger , and foon ceafeth of it felf. 
Though the Cataract be not altogether fupprefled, 
but divided into feveral pieces, the fight doth often 
perfectly return within fix oreight weeks, though 
before that time the whole Operation fhould feem 
to be fruiclefs; which I fpeak from manifold ex- 
perience. 

The Cure. | The lmperfed Cataract requires 
folely

folely the Aid of the Phyfitian , who by Medi-+ 
eines, and ftrengthening the Stomach and Head , 
have done much , to which purpofe the conferve of 
Marjoram, Rofemary, Betony, Pulv. Diambre, 
&c. arevery good. And outwardly ufe the fol- 
lowing means. 

Take Gum -Tragacanth diffolved in Eyebright- 
water, two drams; Burnt Allom, one fcruple: 
Make a Collyrium. 


Or, 

Take Celandine-water , an ounce and half; 
White wine, half anounce , Spirit of Wine, two 
drams; White Vitriol, fix grains, Prepared 
Tutty, a feruple, Glafs of Antimony; five 
stains. Sugar-Candy,two drams and an half; Cam- 
phire, fix grains : Mix it, and make a Col/yrium. 

Or, 

Take Juyce of Fennel, of Celandine, of each 
two ounces; Leaves of Rue and Marjoram ; of 
each a pugil; Eye-bright, one handful. of the 
Gall of an Oxe, four ounces ; the Gall of Hens, 
an ounce; Red Myrrhe, Aloes, of each a dram 
and half; Sarcocols, half aa ounce; Camphire, 
rwo feruples: Mingle them, and ler thems be di- 
ftilledin B. AZ. 

If the Catara& be confirmed, then let the Ma- 
nual Operation be your only refuge, but beware 
of attempting the Operation, if the Patient have 
long ‘before complained , and full complains of 
Head-ach or pain of his Eyes; if the Body hath 
not been cleanfedin general, nor she Head in par- 
ticular; and if the Patient be yet molefted witha 
Fever, Sneezing, Coughing or Vomiting. 

Having chofen a convenient feafon of the year, 
fome morning inthe decreafe af the Moon, and a 
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clear and ferene Air, fer the Patient ina Chair, 
and againft him let the Operator fit in one fome- 
what higher than his, bind up his found Eye, and 
make him clap his hand about your wafte, without 
tiring them at all aslong as you are bufie inthe 
Operation. Let fome body hold his Head faft be- 
hind, and hold you afunder his Eye-lids, charging 
him toturn the Eye towards his Nofe, which when 
he doth, quickly thruft your Needle into the Cor- 
wea, half a ftraws bredth from the Jris, and bring 
it unto.the hollow of the Eye; when the Needle 
hath touched the Cataraét, endeavour therewith to 
prefs it gently, and fo long from above downwards 
until tr remains there ; if it be ftubborn,in {pringing 
Up again and again, divide it into feveral parts, and 
keep thefe particles,or the whole Catara& a little 
while under,that it may not return again before the 
Pupil of the eye,then draw out the Necdle,and bind 
BP as well. the found as the unfound eye, with Lin- 
nen cloaths moiftened in fome Rofe-water, the 
White of an Egg, anda little Allom mixed toge- 
ther. Bewarein the Operation, of hurting the

There is great care required in the choice of 
Leeches, for thofe with great Heads, and that are 
green and fhining, with hair or blew ftripes on 
their Backs, are not without Poyfon, as alfo thofe 
that live in ftanding or putrid waters: but thofe 
are to be chofen thatare flender and long, with lit- 
tle heads, and red Bellies, and {uch as are nourifh- 
ed inclear running Water: They are never to be 
applied to the Part new taken, bat after they have 
been taken a day or more in fair Water, and fed 
with alittle Blood, that they may be cleanfed of 
all their impurities , the place where they are to be 
applied, isto be rubb’dtill ir be red; andif they 
faften not, ‘tis to be moiftened with Cream, or 
with Blood frefh taken from a Pigeon, or the part 
it felf to be prickt with a NeedJe till it bleed, if 
they draw fluggifhly, cottheirtails off with a pair 
of Sciflars. After they have fuckt a fuffictent 
guantity of Blood, and they fall not off them- 
felves, put upon their Heads alittle Afhes or Salt, 
and they will fuddenly defift from their work ; they 
are not to be pull’d off by force, left they leave 
their heads behind them, from whence incurable 
wounds, and oftentimes Death fucceeds. *Tis to 
be noted, that: they rather draw Arterial Blood 
than Venal, therefore they ought to fuck the lefs.

hamors, and {o either to cure or preveat Difeafes. 

Thefe troublefome Guefts are rarely courted, 
and are chiefly prefcribed when we fee gentler Me- 
dicines to profit nothing, andafterthe Body hath 
been well purged. 2 

In what part foever they are made, it is alwayes 
to be obferved they never ought to be inferted in 
the beginning, middle or end of a:Mufcle, but al- 
wayes in the {pace between two Mufcles, which re- 
guireththe knowltdge of Anatomy, except ac: 
cording to the example of Quacks, ‘whofe cuftom 
hathraught then to find out a place even blindfold. 
Inthe Head, the place.is the middle of the Corde - 
wal Suture, made oftner by other Nations than isa 
practice amongft us.

The Forceps which are to hold up the 
Skin, muft’be perforated of each fide, the Needle 
muft be thiree-pointed, and anfwer to the holes of 
the Forceps , which ic mult pafs through. The 
String isto be of Si/k, not exceeding the thicknefs 
of the Needle: Let the’ Chirurgeon take up the 
Skin with the ‘Forceps: and gripe it hard, which 
being fomewhat flupified , the Patient ‘will feel 
thelefs pain’; then let him pafs the Needle red-hot 
through both the holes ofthe Forceps,-Skin® and 
ails after which, with another Needle let him 
bring through the thread: ‘The firft day, to eafe

In this definition, received by the beft Phyfiti- 
ans and Chirurgeons, I notetwothings: 1: The 
caufe of this Tumor, ot to be impure Blood, feeing 
the beft, may produce it ; mot fimply abounding 
sn quantity, becaufe it happens alfo in wafted Bo- 
dies, though ‘tis not fo foon generated, nor arrives 
to fuch a sreatnefs in thefe, asinthofe Bodies ; but 
the true canfe is the Erofion, Rupture or Dilatation 
of the Membranes which clofe the Afouths of the 
Capillary Veffels , that the nutritious Blood may not 
flow too (uddenly nto the Part . from whence, more 
Blood flows into the Part than what is required 
for its nourifhment, and Nature changeth that 
Blood which otherwife would putrifie into a Hethy 
fabftance. 2. This field fometimes grows to the (e- 
cond of the common Tunicles of the Scrotum,and not

Medicines profit much; but when it hath begun to 
augment, then.we may ufethefe folowing means ;

Body concreted from Slim}, 
Salt or Earthy Matter, by a peculiar Lapi- 
difying quality, canfing Pain, Objtruttion ; and 
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The Extra 


The Caufe ts a Pittitows, Salt or Earthy Mat- 
ter, which neither by heat nor cold, by 2 peculiar 
lapiasfying quality zs changed inte a Stone. 

Signs.| The Urine is white, flimy, crude and 
troubled, fuddenly adheringto the Urinal, fome= 
times it is bloody, fometimes fandy or gravelly ; 
fometimes full of little threads, and. not feldom 
fuppreft; a great thirft, a frequent making of Urine, 
but with pain and by drops, the Patients place 
themlelves with their Thighs acrofs, alwayes holds 
ing their Privy Parts in their hands, prefling the 
bottom of their belly ; the Privy Pare is alwayes 
ereCted, very painfulto go or walk, in the Region 
of the Belly a weight perceived, the Patient fel- 
doni making water without going to Stoel, the 
Inteftine commonly falls out, efpecially in young 
people. , 

Although all thefe Signs feem plain, yet they 
may fometimes deceive a Phyfisian ; it was formers 
ly the cuftom with a Carhet:r pafled| through 
the #reter into the Bladder, then thrufting in oné 
or two fingers into the Ayzsy not only to fearch 
for the Stone, but alfo underftand its greatnefs. But 
this fearching was fo very painful, that ir was diffi= 
cult, chrough fear of pain to have it permitted a fe- 
cond time,and this thing gave occafion to Have rea- 
dy atthe fecond time of fearching, all Inftruments 
neceffary for cutting out the Stone . but rhe Omni- 
potent and great Prince of Phyfitians hath now 
gtanted tothofe miferable Patients, thofe Chirur- 
geons, wiao not only without Carherer, but alle 
without pain both in old people and children, which 
€an moft certainly find out the Stone , and for this 
realon they excel the fo muchefteemed French mer, 
i with other places alfo may enjoy the fame Artifts.

Prognoftick. | A crumbling Stone feldom, 2 
hard Stone can never be wafted by Medicines, 
whatfoever boafting perfons may fay ; fonaetimes 
itis fo foft, that by the very Catheter it felf it may 
be broke to pieces in the neck of the Bladder,and be 
_ brought forth ; fometimes. through it’s fmalnefs it 
comes forth whole , fometimes it fticks in the Zre- 
thra, out of which , without danger and great pain 
it cannot be removed , if it fticks in the T#nicles of 
the Bladder , or grows to the Superficies of the 
Interior Coat, it cannot be takenaway by Seéti- 
on, without the death of the Patient: By how 
much the greater the Stone is, the Operation is 
the more dangerous and painful. Stonesare often 
drawn forth out of Womens Bladders about the 
bignefs of an Olive,or a Walnut, without Incifion : 
bus this way by Dilatation, of Extraéting the 
Stone, ts fo dangerous, that it ought not to be per- 
formed but by experienced Chirurgeons. 

Cure. | Stones generated in the Kidneys, Blad- 
der, or other parts of the Body (for, they may in 
any ) in general, require the afliftance of the Phy- 
fitian; but we inthis place treat only of the man- 
ner of drawing them forth out of the Bladder by 
Incifion. There are feveral wayes by various Au- 
thors propofed ; bur that which follows, is the moft 
common, and moft {ure. 

Let the Chirurgeon place his Patient on a foft 
Pillow ina ftrong mans Lap, after.he has rhree or 
four times Jumpt froma high place, then let him 
tic both his hands to the foles of his Feet, and let 
two ftanders-by hold each Knee, extending them as 
far as may be one from the other; then let him 
take the firft Finger of his left Hand, or if necef- 
fity requires, the two firft, annointed with Oyl of 
Lillies, 
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The Exxtrattion of the Stone ont of the 
Lillies, Rofes, or freth Almonds, and thruft thera 
up the Fundament, with his right hand gently com. 
prefling above the Os Pubs, fo that the Stone may 
flip down vnder the Os Pubs, into the Perinaum, 
which when: brought thither by the forefatd Fin- 
gers, let him make Incifion with a fharp Knife in 
che left fide between tbe Tefticles and the Anus , 
near to the Suture of the Perinenm, cutting to the 
ver Stone it felf, and if ic comes not our of the 
Wounditfelf; nor bythe thrufting forth of the 
Fingers which are in the Jnteftinnm resium, \et 
bim draw it forth with a pair of Forceps,or which 
is better,with the Lapidilum or Spoon. The Stone 
being taken out, and all the Ligatures loofed, let 
the Wound be bound up according to Att, apply- 
ing Medicines, ftopping Blood, 7. of Meal and 
Bole, cc. with the greateft care to confolidate it 
as foon as poffible, left the Patient labour witha 
dropping of his Urine through the wounded part: 
And this is the manner of drawing drawing forth 
the Stone, which Chirurgeons ule to call Appara- 
sus Minor, whih chiefly is ufed in Children, al- 
though there are thofe which proceed thus in peo- 
ple of full growth : Butin our Countrey always 
this Ineifion is made by them whofe Fingers are 
fitted for this Operation. 

But in People of full Age it is fometimes very 
difficult to reach the Stone by the Fingers put up 
into the Fundament, and after the fame manner to 
bring it downinto the Perinenm, it not alrogether 
impoffible, as many think it; therefore there is 
another way found out, which they call p- 

paratus Major 5 the Patient is put on a Table, and 
bound, and held as above, the Chirurgeon

Bladder to the Stone, then Incifion being made as 
above, inthe hollow of the Director, puts in the 
Conductor, taking the Direétor out of the Zre- 
tra, he pafleth into the Wound the Forceps, the 
Lapiatlum, or other Inftrument convenient for 
drawing out the Stone, by which he may bothlay 
hold of it, and draw 1 forth, not making ufe of 
his Fingers inthe Azus,except great neceflity com: 
pel himto it, Where the Stone is bigger than the 
Orifice, and cannot come forth, the Wound is te 
be enlarged, or the Stone to be broken into pieces 
by the Forceps,and fo drawn forth in parts: This 
done, the Binding and Confolidating the Wound, 
oughr to be the fame as in Children, giving it a 
ftitch if it-be too great, putting ina Silver Pipe 
fortwo or three dayes, that may give paflage te 

the Concreted Blood, Slime and: Sandy Urine. 
The manner is the fame in Women, but only 
the Fingers are not putintothe nw, burincothe 
Privy Parts, andthe Catheter muft not be crook- 

ed, but flraight, and much fhorter than the other. 
There is likewife another manner. of drawing 
forth the Stone ; the Chirurgeon thrufting his Fins 
ger into the Anum, prefleth the Stone upwards'to 
the Belly, then through the Wound made‘in the 
sight Mulcle above the Os pubs, according tothe 
dutkus of its Fibres, by the affittance of the Lapi- 
déllum or Forceps draw forth the Stone , -by this 
way is never obferved any comingrforth of the ts 
rine, and the place fuppofed convenient to draw 
forth the Stone: But this Operation init felt is 
dangerous and troublefome , andi if the Lips: at 
the Wound made in the Bladder unite nortothe 
Mulecles of the .4bdomen, there follows an Ulcex 
of the Bladder, more painful, vbut. lefs cureable 
than

The Cure hath four Indications. The firft of 
theferefpects a good Diet, let him chufe a clear 
Air, his Meat and Drink little, and that cooling ; 
all hor, fweet and fat things, as Pepper and Gin- 
ger, are hurtful ; as alfothe motion of the Body, 
efpecially of the Part affeed ; fleep is. very con- 
venient: AH Coftivenefs, Anger and Venery are

Second, that {tops the further Flux of the Hu- 
mor, which may be performed by Revulfion, De- 
rivation, Repelling and Interception , therefore 
let a Vein be opened as foon as pollible, it being 
moft neceflary : Revulfion is madein the Oppo- 
fice and moft Remote part, Derivation in the near- 
eft: If youmay not open a Vein, you muft ufe 
Leeches and Scarifieations. Whilft thefe chings 
are done, feeing the Body is feldom clean, but thar

Purging is very neceflary, therefore thofe Me- 
dicines defcribed-in the third Chapter of the firft 
Part, are here conventent. 

A perfect Eryfipelas admits not of Bleeding ; 
For the fatnefs of the Blood bridles che tharpnefs 
of the Choler : But if the Fever be vehement, the 
Flux great, and any Blood ( which for the moft 
part happens) be mingled with the Choler, tis con- 
venient to bleed, efpecially in Plethorick Bodies - 
in delicate and weak bodies, Cupping-Glaffes,with

Thefe ia thus done, to provoke Sweat, is the 
beft of all other Remedies. 

Outwaraly to the affected part , ought not to be 
applied, 1.

Een Kool: Some endeavour 2 difference berween 
an Anthrax.and Carbuncle, butilofe their labour. 
There is no other difference, but fometimes it is 
bigger, fornetimes leffer, fometimes more malig- 
nant, other times lefs. 

Caufe is aduf? Blood affuming the nature of black 
Choler, and fo apt to putrifie. 

Signs axe , fometimes but one great Puftule , 
fometimes many little ones; which being opened, 
appear black, ‘and all about enflamed : The Cruft 
being removed, inftead of Matter, you find fpun- 
gy flefh ; the Partaffeéted ts very painful, a Fever 
prefent and watchings. 

Prognofticks. | Vety dangerous, when black , 
efpecially-in a Plague-time ,° when near to a princi- 
pal Part, if great, and fuddenly vanilhing. 

Cure.\. Strong Purging Adedicines 1 much mi- 
ftrutt, Glifters or loofening Adedicines will faffice ; 
viz. Caffia Fiftula, Manna, T auarinds, Cream of 
Tartar, &c. Bar more fulpitious to meis Bleeding 
to fainting (as Galen wittes ) and in tts room, 
Leeches or Cups, wich Scarification will be fufh- 
cient. But I relie moft upon Sudorifick and Re- 
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frigerating Medicines ; ufing outwardly the fame 
Medicines as in the Plague.

Stritehing is performed either by Needle or frick- 
ing Medicsnes. Its requifite that the Chirurgeon 
never be without a Needle ; for by it he frees: his 
Patient from pain, the wound from inflammation, 
and himfelf from many inconveniencies ; and the 
wound fo requiring it, let him takea three<pointed

In Cacechimick Bodies, their Cure is te- 
dious. If the Matter which comes from them be 
good, it gives hope of an eafie Cure. Good Mat- 
ter is of a middle confiftence between thin and 
thick, white, light, equal, and not at all ftinking.

An Ulcer of the Bladder is troublefome, and 
for the moft part incurable, having its beginning 
froma Wound, the Stone, a fharp Humor, or Di- 
uretick Medicine, it requires many Internal and 
External Remedies ; which that we may ner ex- 
exceed our bounds, we leave to be preferibed by 
the Phylitian, except fome few, whofe vertue hath 
been often experimented by us.

to laughter and tears, they ficep foundly, their 
dreams are pleafant; Pulfe is great and ftrong, 
Urine yellowith, and in great quantity, folwble 
They hate Women, and, except in their company, 

| feldom chink of them. 

They bear Bleeding, provided it be at 
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little, prone to fleep ; Dreams are of Fifh, of the 
Water and Rain; Pulfe {mall and flow , Urene 
pale, and fometimes thin, but generally thick and 
darkith, the Belly fe/uble: they bear not Bleeding, 
except upon neceffity ; they endure ftrong Pur- 
ging ; their Dsfeafes are long, but not dangerous. 

The Adelancholick are almoft deftitute of Hair, 
which: is lank and black, of a gvém countenance, 
the whole skin Itvid, Jeas, flow, and addiéted to 
Venery, prudent , morofein converfation, teadier to 

ive counfel to others, than to themfelves ; not 
fubje@ to Laughter or Anger, but long before ap- 
peafed , they eatand fleep much, Urine copious; 
Excrements little, grievous Dreams, Pulfe fmall, 
flowand hard. 

Bleeding is hurtful, Purging profitable ; the 
Difeafes which it begets, are ftubborn and tedious, 
and oftentimes more dangerows in the end than in the 
beginning. 

Let thefe general Signs fuffice in this place. But 
*tis to be obferved, that the Temperaments are 
mixt , and then the Signs arealfo. Yea, many 
Mutations, Vices and Diffimulations, as alfo Vir-~ 
tues and Ingenuity may be attributed to them, 
which ?s your part judicioufly to diftinguifh; but 
we aflent notto Galex, who held that the difpoft

How defpt- 
ofed are the Feet and Hands, yet in how many con- 
ditions 
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Of the Parts sn general. 

ditions do they ferve ? For thofe not ftirring, both 
Chilification would be impaired, and the Blood 
and the Spirits rendred thicker, and the Brain made 
anfit forall aGions: In how fhort atime would 
theLimpha of our Body be corrupted, it, belides 
fts own motion, it was not alfo moved with the 
whole Body? All things in our Body are joyned 
together as ina Clock, one cannot be without the 
others neither is the moft defpicable Wheel lefs 
neceffary than the Hand of the Clock it felt, with- 
out which, it cannot be accounted a Clock.

Medicines may be taken. 

Take Roots of Comfrey the great, Oftmund

I deem thofe Anatomifts to have committed’ ‘a 
great Error, who have afcribed this Malady to be 
an Inflammation of the Larinx, although [ deny 
not, but that the Cartilages may be inflamed, and 
alfo corrupted ; yet.’tis certain, that which they 
have fet down, 1s not of the Cartilages, but of the 
neighbouring Glandules, and of the Aefhy parts 
of the Jaws; for it would not be fo frequently 
clired, becaufeé an Inflammation and corruption of 
the Larinx I always efteemed a mortal Difeafe.

ing Mixture. 

Take Plantain-warter , two ounces and an half , 
Alexipharmick- Water, half an ounce ; Cinamon- 
Water, three drams , Confeétion of Hyacinth, 
half a drams Dragons-blood , Lape Hamatitzs, 
of each filreen grains ; Julep of Rofes, an ounce , 
Laudanum Opiat two grains, Spirit of Vitriol, 
lix drops : Mrx them. 


The following Water os alfo commended. 


Take Lapis Prunella, half an ounce; Plantain- 
Water, fix ounces, let it be divided into three 
Dofes. 

The manner of opening Arteries, delivered by 
the Ancients, is fo dangerous and frightful, as that 
there isnone of the Moderns, but what diffike it : 
yea, Arteriotomy hath been wholly rejeted, bad 
not the diligence of their Poitertty found ont 
other wayes: That which | ( with ethers ), have 
x found 
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found alwayes to be the beft of them, I will here 
fet down. 

‘Chirurgeons were wont to tie a Bandage about 
, the Neck ; but feeing when it is hard bound, ir is 
very troublefome, itis better that the Ligature be 
made under the Arm-pits,which muft be fo ftraighe 
thatthe Jugular Veins, and Carotide Artery may 
appear both by fwelling and touch; then ler the 
Arteries be compreffed by the Thumb, a little be- 
low, whete you intend to make the Incifion; and 
being opened ( which muft be done by a {teddy 
and ttrong hand ) take forth as much Blood as is 
fuffictent , which done, ftrew Aftringent Pow- 
der upon the Wound, then put over ita double 
Linnen Cloth with a Plate of Lead, then bind it 
up with a convenient Bandage, and within five or 
fix dayes fpace it will be pertectly well. 

In the Head-ach, Madnefs, Epilepfie, grear In- 
flammations of the Eyes or Ears, the Arteries of 
the Forehead, Temples, ot thole behind the Ears, 
are opened; as alfo thé Arteria puppzs, all of them 
being branches of the external Carotide, 

In the Inflammations of the Liver and Dia- 
phragm, the Artery between the Thamb and fore- 
finger is opened , in palpitations of the Heart, ei- 
ther that , or the Saphena is to be opened. 

Other Arteries are not to be opened. except a 
Bone lies under them, for fear of an Aneurifm.

five trom the Vertebra’s of the Loins, fix fromthe 
Os Sacrum.

The Cure of wounded Nerves and Tendohs fs 
fo like, as it hath been more than once the occafion

? Tis not in ic felf, malignant, yer by ill applica. 
tions may be eafily made fo: Air is very hurtful, 
if the Tumor be expoled to 11.

Bur it the Tomor yields not ro'thefe Remedies, 
but daily increafeth, Sa#opuratives are to be appli- 
ed. buatif thefe within few dayes effet nothing, 
and the Tumor continuing in the fame ftate, an 
attual Cad ery may be ufed; which, letfhor the 
contrary Opinions either of Chirurgeons or ftan- 
ders-by hinder ; forby its ufe , the increafe of the 
Tumor will be ftayed fora long time, yea, fome- 
times the Difeafe wilh be’ wholly eradicated. 

Burif the Flefh begins to repullulate again be-

of the Body, for nontifament- fake, alone, but

on in the reft of the Vifcera's, particularly shat th 
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Spleen further cencotts the Arterial Blood,and brings 
at to a higher degree, yea that it more then perfects sr, 
fo that the Blood in a manner in this place aflumes 
the nature of Ferment, by whofe meanes ina fhort 
time, a great quantity of Mafs may become acid, 
in the fame manner he affirms that the Blood more 
and more concoéted inthe Spleen there receives 
ftrength, by which it reftores the returned and 
weakened Blood, and preparing together with it 
the Chile, thatit may the fooner be turned into 
Blood: The Reafons which he produceth for it, 
‘are thefe: 

1. The Spleen receivesa much greater quanti 
ty of Blood from the Heart, than is neceflary for 
its nourifhment. 

2. That it can be returned back again to the 
Heart by no other way than by the Branches of 
the Vena Cava and Portas for what hath hithere 
to been delivered of the fhort Veflel, are ro beac- 
counted but ridiculous Fictions, as may mott 
evidently be made appear in difle@cd Bo- 
dies. 

3- Seeing this Blood is continually mixed with 
the returned Blood and Chile in its paflage to the 
Heart, it ought not tobe an Excrement; for fo 
the Noble Parts, and the whole Body would not 
be purged; but the more injured. 

4. Chymiftry hath long fince taught us, that 
Sach mutations happen daily in Nature. 

The Remaining part of the Blood unufeful to 
the Body, therefore Excrementions, is thrown 
out through the Guts, Ureters, and Parts of the

Thofe which come from the Liver, embrace the 
Vena Porta, and fopafs to the Mifaraick Glan- 
dules of the Chile, as doth thofe alfo that afcend 
from the Feet, thence they dilcharge their Water 
inro the great Lacteal Vein, which as we have 
already declared, carries the Chile to the Heart. 

Thofe which proceed from the Arm, both lie 
above and under the Veins, until they cometo 
the Subclavial Vein, whichthey enter about the 
fame Place, where the great Laéteal Vein doth, 
being furnifhed with a particular valve juft at 
their enterance, and fo altogether they carry the 
Water to the Heart. 

This Water is Sweet,not being as Urine is, 
Salt. 

Thefe “Veffels confift of a very thin Tunicle, 
whence they are foon broke. 

Ufe of them in my opinion, is to take the fu- 
perfluous Water from the Arteries, and carry 
it tothe Glandules of the Chile, and Lacteal 
Vein, by which the Chile being made more Li- 
quid, may the more conveniently be conveyed 
through the narrower paflages, thence to return 
the fame to the Arterial Blood, making it fitting 
to ferve tothe nutrition of the moift parts, and 
to the cooling and moftening of the hot. 

But that ir may the more clearly appear, in 
what manner 1 conceive, how what hath already 
been faid, is performed in our Body; obferve thae 
the Meat is converted inthe Stomach into Chile,

Out of the fubtileft part of the Blood are the 
SPIRITS produced, which are two-fold :

Chirur gical Confider ations. 


1, The Duttas Salivales, when the firing of 
the Tongue is tobe cut,or the Ranine Vein to 
be opened, or any other’ Djfeafeof the Tongue 
thatistobe cured by Manual Operation, warn 
you to have great care of thofe litle Glandules 
inwhich they end, that they might nor be hurt 
with the Launcet, left there follow a continual 

great Glandule a\fo of the Neck, from 
whence thefe Doctus’s take there rife, when itis 
inflamed, admits not of the ufe of Mercury ; for 
from hence a dangerous Salivation may very cafi- 
ly be ratted, 

2. The Latteal Veins, either.the greater or the 
leffer, are oftemimes froma Contufion or Wound 
fo greviowlly hurt, that they cannot carry the 
Chile ro’ the Heart; and though the wound be 
cured with great diligence, care, and f{peed, yet 
the Patient will fall intoa Confumption, whence 
fellows Death inevitably : This Truth» will 
defend Chirurgons from many Calumnies. 

In Children,and older People, is often perceived 
an induration and inflamation of the Abdomen; 
the caufe of which is the hardnefs of the Meferaick 
Glandules, ‘which: allow not paflage for the 
Chile tothe great Ls@eal Vein, except the very 
thinneft of it, whence the flefh of the Mufcles 
watts, the Body becomes heavy, and weary, and 
atlength a Feaver, anda walling of the whole 
Body. This evill ufe toremedy without any 
ereat trouble, with this External Liniment 

Take compound Oyntmenr of Marfhmallows, 
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204 Uf the Oeneratsoner the Blood, &c. 
Ointment of Sow-bread, of Martiaton, of each 
two drams ; Oyl of white Lillies, of Camomile, 
of each three drams: Mixit into an Ointment. 

Inwardly the following Troches are excellent, 
being continually afed the whole time of the Cure. 

Take prepared Steel, ‘prepared Crabs-Eyes, of 
each a fcruple ; Vitriolated Tartar, half a dram ; 
Sal Prunella, xvj grains, Species Aromaticé Ro- 
fate, afcruple; whitr Sugar, two ounces: Make 
them inco Treches according to Art. 

In this cafe Purging is not tobe ufed, but with 
Caffia, Cream ot Tartar, and Laxative Syrups ; 
for the Glandules will not bear {trong Purges. 

3. The Blood taken out upon the opening a 
Vein, oftentimes after fome few hours fpace, ap- 
pears very dry, and deftitute of all Serum, which 
forthe moft part is afcribed to its too great Heat 
and Aduftion: but this Argument is very invalid ; 
for if the fame day, the fame, or another Vein be 
again opened, there will be found a great quantity 
of Serum in the Blood, therefore the true caufe 
is to be deduced from the Circulation of the Blood, 
but efpectally in the Lymphatick Veffels, which at 
that time draws the Serumand Humidity, and fo 
leaves the Blood dry. 

It very often alfo happens that the Body be- 
comes Tumtd, Turgid and Languid, upon which 
the fearful Phy fitian forthwith pronounces nought 
but danger. 

When with the ufe of Internal and External 
Sudorificks, the Patient in a fhort time may be cu- 
red: The Caufe of this Difeafe is not from the in- 
temperature and debility of thofe parts the Anci- 
ents call’d Noble; for it may eafily be diftinguifh- 
ed from the Dropfie, which thefe parts coats ;

Wounds ; as onthe contrary, how neceflary it is 
tocaft forth the offending matter , by the ufe of 
Sudorifick and Attraéting Medicines: As more- 
over how thatthe invention of the Circulation of 
the Blood is of very great ule inthe Art of Phy- 
fick.

Chirurgical Confider ations. 


We divide the Body after this manner, that it 
may be known what place each part of the Body 
ought to keep ; to thofe that read the following, 
every thing will become more manifeft. 

3uc there is fo great confent of all the parts,“fo 
great concord, that no part may be by it felf confi- 
dered,without a con(ideration of the whole ; there- 
fore I think it neceflary,. that in a few words the 
foundation of thismutual confent be here declared. 

1. In every part is required 4 “atural temper ; 
for the Liver being too hot, the Stomach too cold, 
the Brain too dry, @c. the whole Body mutt be out 
of order. 

2, A fufficient numbers for inthe Hand, if the 
leaft Bone, Tendon or Artery, @c. be wanting, 
forthwith its operation is injured. 

3. A ji? magnitude , one Foot greater than the 
other, eavfeth a trouble(ome waking. 4. A 
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4. A natural Figure, Softne/s, Thickness yea, 
colour it felf. 

5. A conventent connection and fight. 

6. The pre/ence of the Vital Spsrits, which are 
brought to the Part by the Arteries. 

7. The prefence of the Ansmal Spirits, which 
are carried by the Nerves. 

8. Ourwardly the Ske, that covers the whole 
Body ; Inwardly, the Dura Adater, the covering 
of the Brain , Palate, Tongue, Jaws, Breaft and 
lower Belly,requires alfo a particular confideration.

Very many, as well Internal, as External Dif 
eafes, cake their rife from the Head, which is not 
improperly compared toa Houfe-roof that re- 
cevesthe vapours of the whole Honfe ; which 
afterwards being changed into a Catharr diftils 
upon the inferiour parts creating a Pain, and P4g/- 
fee inthe Joynts, an infamation in the Eyes and 
Jawes, &c. a fhortnefs of breathing in the Breaft, 
and inthe Stomacha depraved Chylification : in 
the Guts a loofene/s, ec. fome of ‘the External 
Difeafes fhallhere be confidered by us, the Inter- 
nal belong to the confideration of the Phyfi- 
cian. 

1. There is oftenin the Head Porago, Achor, 
or Favus, whichis acrufted Scab, happening as 
well in old as young people . thefe Scurffs are of - 
tentimes very thick, fometimes accompanied with 
moifture, which caufeth great itching and a ve- 
ry ill fmell. 

The Cawfeis falt Phlegm ;it is forthe moft 
part a ftubborn Difeafe, and very eafily returning 
again, 

The Cure. | Inthis cafe are generaly ufed, ftrong 
Purging, Bleeding, Sweating, Salivation Un@i- 
Ons, pulling out of the Hairs; But without ufing 

any 
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any of thefe Remedies, I have often cured this 
Difeafe, only with this Decoétion. 

Take Athes, ( which are call’d by the Dyich 
Wesdafch in Englifo, Pot-afhes, ) with White- 
Wine, make a Lixivinm of a moderate Acrimoz 
ny, 19 a quart of which, boil the Leaves of 
Marjarom, Southernwood. of each two handfuls A 
of Maiden-hair, a handful and half, Rofe-leaves 
three pugils: Make a Fomentation. 

With this letthe head be wathed twice. or 
thrice a week warm then dry it well.with hot 
Linning Clothes, and in a few weeks fpace, the 
Patient with thus doing, will fbe.cured : You may 
likewife fometimes ufe gentle Purging Medi- 
cines, 

2. In a Hydrocephalus, and great Cathars, an 
Iflue with great fuccefsmay be made in the Nape 
of the Neck, becaufe the Cavity’s of the Dura 
Mater are thereabouts joyned to the Jugular 
Veins ; efpecially in Children, in whom very 
often the Sutures do too much gape. 

3+ Fat things hurtthe Head, becaufe it is not 
covered with many Mufcles. 

4. In-the Skull fometimes a tough matter is 
collected in feveral places, which if not removed 
by thofe Medicines that purge Phlegm, and out- 
ward difcuflives, in procefs of time acquire a ve-

difolution of the Confiftencé-of the Blood , by 
which means the Heart is deprived.both of ftrength 
and life. 

I do affert that the Naturé.of it is not to be 
comprehended by) us, aswell becaufe it isa Pu- 
nifhment*infligted on us by the immediate Hand 
of Almighty God, who vouchfafes not that his 
Incomprehenfible Wifdom and Effence ( which 
ig fometimes faintly defcribed tous) fhould be 
narrowly pryed into by his Creatures ; as alfo 
that it isioit felf fomutable, sharif we fhould 
ferioufly 
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S44 ATreatife of the Plague, 
ferioufly recollect our felves, and recount the feve- 
ral Peftilences wherewith all former ges have 
been vilited ; we fhall not thereby be able ro in- 
ftance intwo of that whole number which have ‘a- 
greed with each other in all Circumftances: From 
whence we may eafily infer, that. in the Cure of 
this Difeafe, an Experienced Phy fitiah may much 
more fafely follow the Digtates of his own Reafon, 
than adhere ftritly to the Method & Prefcriptions 
of others. For although it doth fometimes by the 
more remarkable Symptomes fufficiently evidence 
it felf, yet we cannot likely difcover its Nature and 
E fence, although we fhould the moft induftrioufly 
attempt it. 

But that we may cautionfly enquire into it, we 
muft know that it 1s fometimes not accompanied 
by any Fever: And itis neceflary, that what Phy- 
fitian foever is ignorant of this, fhould either by 
peruling good Authors , or his.own’ Experience, 
acquaint himfelf throughly withic, I fave been 
fent for co feveral Patients my felf, who although 
they appeared otherwife in good health, notretu- 
fing their Meat,’ nor difturb’d in their fleep, have 
neverthelefs had Buboes arifing intheir Groin, on 
their Neck, under their Arm-pits, or behind their 
Ears , which: have ‘apparently difcovered a greater 
Malignity than could be difcerned in thofe Buboes, 
which in other perfons-have been attended by a vi- 
olent Fever: And many herenpon who have been 
incredulous, and lightly regarded the cautions 
which I have given them upon this: account, ‘have 
with great danger to: themfelves,experimented, that 
as foon as thofe Buboes have funk down, the Pefti- 
lential Symptoms which have'appear’d, have been 
ae ee ee ee 
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thofe that have carefully ufed the Means prefcribed 
tothem, who have been alfo much more eafily and 
{peedily cured than the other. 


Sometimes the Plague ts accompanied with a Fe- 
ver; and again, there are feme Peffilent Fevers 
witherst the Plague. 


To diftinguifh this Fever from the Plague, I 
wled to obferve, that they that are feized with it, 
complain of pain in their Head and Stomach, which 
fometimes is difperfed over the whole Body ; fome- 
times it confines it felf to the Armpits, the 
Neck, the Parts behind the Ears, or to the Groin. 
To outwatd appearance, there is not the leaf 
fwelling. If the Patient by fach means as is re- 
quifite be provoked to fweat at the beginning of 
the Difcafe, thepain utterly ceafeth, and ina few 
dayes he will be perfe@tly reftored to his health, 
the Difeafe not having at all difcovered it felf 
by any outward Symptoms, Why fuch a Fe- 
ver fhould be accounted a Species of the Plague, 
I fee noreafon; But there is no one but wiil con- 
fefs it to have feized on that Body on which 
Buboes , Carbuncles, and Spots do outwardly 
appear. 

The caufe of the Plague is either Interna! or 
External; but unto which foever we impute ir, it 
is neceffary toconclude , that there is in ita pow- 
er of diffolving the natural Conliftence of the 
Blood, and depriving’ the whole Body of its 
ftrength. 

Astothe Inward Canfe, which is Azeat and 
Drink, it isevidenr toall, thatit cannot produce 
in any Body whatfoever fo great and fudden a 
change ; 
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changes but itis moftcertain, that bya longand 
continued courfe of .bad Diet, the Blood may by 
degrees be after fuch a manner diffolved, weakned, 
and corrupted, that fome part of it afluming to it 
feif a malignant quality, a man.may be furpri- 
zed by a fudden Diieafe, and fometimes be depri- 
ved of lifeir felf; which hath been obferved in fick 
perfons at feveral times, when there hath been no 
contagion in the place, nor any fulpected, who 
have been troubled with perfeét Buboes, aud other 
Sympromes of the Piague, much more tntelerable 
than others have been at any time when the Air 
hath been infected. 

As to the outward Caxfes, every one confeflerh 
that there are fuch, bur thetr Nature is known 
but tofew: The Chymifts, who are able by the 
force of Fire diftin@tly to feparate the Parts of 
fimple Drugs, endeavour to find the Original of 
the Contagion in a Volatile Salt, which fuddenly 
diffolves the fixed Salt of che Blood ; which hath 
indeed fome appearance of truth, though it will 
not be relifhed by all men. 

If you enquire into the Caufe hereof from o- 
thers, their anfwer. will: be various, but molt of 
them very idleand impertinent. 

Ir hath by fome been thought probable that a 
Plague might proceed from the Heaveas; they 
affirming that the Stars.do actuate the Sublumi- 
nary Bodies, both by the influence of their Light, 
and by feveral other qualities inherent 1, and pe- 
culiar unto them... But the Conjectures. raifed 
from hence, are very uncertain, and the foundg- 
tion of themunfecore. We are not. ignorant’ of 
the Fopperies of Aftrology, and of the vanity 


of thofe Predictions, which have no ether Foun- 
dation 
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dation than the feveral Courfes, the Conjunéti- 
on and Oppofition of the Stars ; which are all fo 
frivolous, that we cannot think it worth our labour 
to refute them. 

We acknowledge that the 47 may be feveral 
wayes corrupted ; from whence the Vapors which 
have been received from the Earth, are fent down 
again: among{t us, which like Fire may inkiadle 
our Blood , Corrupt waters, Careaffes exther not 
at all burted, or elfe fhallowly interred; the 
South- Wind, which may be fuppefed to promote 
the Putrefa&tion ; AZen already infeed, and fuc- 
ceflively imparting the Contagion to the found , 
and by that means Spreading the Venom through 
the Bodies of Men, and the Air m felf. 

This Peftilential Infeétion may likewife for a 
long time lie couched and concealedin Straw or 
Stubble, amongtt Garments, Hangings , and the 
Furmevre of Beds; which we have fomettmes 
obferved, ftrangely to impart their Malignity to 
to thof¢ that have handled them, or approached un- 
tothem. 

Bur all thefe things only inform us of the means 
by which this Peftilential Poyfon is conveyed 
unto us; but no one hath as yet declared what 
it is, and wherein its Nature doth properly 
confit. 

The Synsptoms of it are thefe. The fick Perfons 
are feized with a fhivering all over their Body, 
which is prefently followed with an inward hear, 
which is oft-times very intenfe, yet without any 
great thirft;  fometimes the thirft is exceflive , 
and the Fever moderate, But whether the heat 
of the Fever be great or fmall, it is moft com- 
monly accompanied witha dryncfs of the Tongue,

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and an Urine of the fame conftirution which you 
might expect froma man in perfect health : They 
are taken fometimes with a great drowlinels,fome- 
times with a Delirium, or with an exceflive pain 
in the Head’s.and in this cafe, the White of 
the Eyes appeareth of a Saffron-colour; and they 
are more wakeful than is confiftent with their: eafe 
and quiet: great pain at the Heart, the Pulfe 
feems f{mal],. it noc at firft. when you touch ir 
lightly (for then it oftentimes appears to beat 
high) yet at leaftwhen you eh it clofely with 
your Fingers, The ftrength fails in the beginning 
of the Difeafey and decreafeth much more vilibly 
than in the moft burning Fever, which haih no 
Malignity. attending it. Some are raken with 2 
Diarrbéa, which can by no means be {topr; O- 
thers bleed much atthe Nofe, the Eyes, the Ears, 
or Mouth: -fome atthe Yard) or Womb. Some 
are troubled with. a continual Vomiting, others 
witha Naufeoufnefs.. On fome Bodies there ap- 
pear red or purple fpots, and onothers Buboes 
behind their Ears, on their Neck , under thetr 
Chin, in the.Groin, and under the Arm-pits : 
In fome there break forthred Wheals or Pulhes , 
in others white Bladders, or Carbuncles.. And 
wherefoever thefe Bladders , Buboes, Carbun- 
buncles, @c, do appear , they are amoft certain 
lign of the Plague, although the bignefs of them 
may be inconfiderables efpecially. if they ei- 
ther accompany, or are Confequents of a Fe- 
ver. 

As to the Prognofticks, we muft confider , 
that the Plague is avery treacherous Difeafe', and 
whilft ic Harrers usmoft, it intends us the great- 
eft mifchief. A Bubo is lefs dangerous than:a

Sleep more) found than ordinary , Delirsums, 
waking often inthe night, inflammation of the 
Eyes, pain at the Fleart,a trembling and convulfi- 
on of the Joynts, ate all very dangerous Symp- 
tors, but do not alwayes portend Death. 

A great Fever without a pain at the heart, is not 
fo dangerous asa lefler, which is accompanied with 
that Symptom. 3 

The greatnefs of the Danger may fometimes 
be judged from the great drynefs of the Tongue.

Wherefore I would advile you ferionfly to 
confider, if by opening a Vein, you invite tt 
immediately to the Heart, whether the dimffutt- 
on of Blood, Spirits and Strength, which ts 
effected by this means, be not the Canfe why 
the Heart is fuffocated and deprived of that vi- 
gour which it fhould make ufe of to repulfe 
the Enemy. Iconfefsfeme Experienced Phyfitr- 
ans of good credit,have reported that in hot Coun- 
tries, there is no better means for reftoring a Patis 
ent vilited with the Plague, unto his health, than 
that of opening a Vein, provided it be done 
cautioufly , and at the beginning of the Difeate ; 
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but wholoever have attempted it in colder Cli- 


mates, have quickly learnt by experience, that it 
ought to be forborn. 


Purging, which is oftentimes very neceflary in 
other gentle Difeafes, is excluded by the Maligni- 
ty of this, But every one is. not quick-fighted e- 
nough to difcern when it is requilite to be done, 
and when to be forborn: Moreover, it is evident, 
that ina Malignant Difeafe, the Phyfick which ig 
adminiftred to a Patient, ought to be more mild 
and gentle than at other times; for befides thar 
the Body cannot then bear ftrong purgations, a D y= 
Sontery is oftentimes the confequence of them. |

Zhe Carbuncle. 


Called by the Greeks Anshrax ( for it is to 
fo purpofe to infert any nice diftindtion between 
them ) fhews it felf in feveral fhapes; bur the 
Symptoms of it aré many times very fallible: [t 
is ealieto conclude of it when. ever it difcovers 
it felf bya little Pufh of. dark purple Colour, 
with an Inflammation round aboutits but often 
appears with a white Puth without any conlide- 
rable prominency, which feems to contain a fort 
of purulent Matter.that portends no mifchief s* bur 
if you {queeze it, you will find it dry and ‘very 
hard, and it eats very deep into the Skin under- 
Neathit. 

Sometimes there appears one fingle Bladder fil- 
led with Limpid Matter, which if it be not open- 
ed in the {pace of 24 hours, it grows black, and 
upon its difleQion fends forth two er three drops 
pf black Blood, 

Otherwhiles, feveral little white Blifters. dif- 
cover themfelves, If thefe grow hard under- 
neath, and are accompanied with a Fever and 
Inflammation, there is no queftion ‘but that 
they are Malignants andI knew-not why they 
may, not be reckoned in the number of Car- 
buncles,, efpecially fince they are wont to dif. 
patch a man in as short a time as the purple 
ones ; and they are to be dealt with after the 
fame manner, if we expect that our’ endeavours 
fhould fucceed, 

Yo the Cure of it, itis requilite that the Sup- 
pucation fhould wieh all diligence be promoted,

And for this purpofe I have found 
nothing more effeétual than an aétual Cautery ; 
which hath alfo been approved of by feveral Chi- 
rurgeons ; but there are fome who apprehending 
it to be toocruel a Remedy, doupon that aecount 
reje&t it, and choofe rather a Potential Cauftick, 


or fome Medicines whereby Blifters may be railed: 
Both which ! my felf likewife have made ule of, 
when it hath not been allowed that we fhould ufe 
other means, and when | have hoped thar thefe 
might be fufficiently efficacious... For a Phyfitian 
is often conftrained to comply with the Humor 
of fuch as are converfanr about the fick Per- 
fon, and will pretend to know much, although 
it be many times tothe prejudice of his Pati- 
ent. 

They that approve not of any of the foremen- 
tioned Remedies, may make ufe of the Magnetical 
Arfenick Plaifter, which in this cafe we have found 
to be of great virtue. 

For the feparation of the Scar, thofe means 
which we mentioned in treating of the Bubo, are

WT isthe Do@rine of the Devil toteach that the: § i 
ufe of all Means is to be negle&ted ; who once: f til 
fpake ro our Saviour, and endeavoured to per{wade: § 'k 
him to caft himfelf headlong from the top of the: § ii 
Temple, becaufe they need no other fecurity , 
whom God fupporteth by his Mighty Hand: but 
he that hath given us Life and Health, requires: 
that we fhould make ufe of fome helps for the cone 
fervation of bath ; and therefore if you take my 
advice, I would-wifh you to obferve thefe Rules 
following. 

Amongft which, in the firlt place is challenged, 
and that defervedly, fervent Prayer. 

Flight is very allowable to Chriftians, if it be 
confiftent with their quality and condition of Life 
but let chofe that make ufe of this, not depend too 
much upon it, but remember that it isnot pofhble 
to fly beyond the reach of the Omnipo- 
tent.

and have been found hurtful by experience, and are 
therefore confequently tobe concluded fo by rea- 
fon. 

it is ufelefs and ridiculous to annoint the Noftrils 
with Treacle and Adithridate. | 

Thofe things which do really purthe the Air, 
are Amber, Pitch, Adtirrhe,.Frankincen[e, the Weed 
and the Berries of Juniper, Sulphur, Alfa Fatiday 
Horn ¢€ but efpecially Guapowder ) being either 
kindled, or put upon a few lighted Coals. 

Such as take Tobacco, do very much commend 
the virtue of that Plant.°.1 do not difapprove the 
ufe of it, though 2s muchas I can, | avoid the 
Smoak. 

An inordinate Diet is very hurtful at all feafons, 
but efpeciaily in a Peftilential one. Therecan be 
nothing preferibed in general which may agree 
with each man in particular , there is very much 
to be allowed to Cuftom, Burt we muft atall times 
induftrioufly avoid all Meats thar are difficult to 
be concoéted, and take great care that the Stomach 
be nat overcharged.

For our’ Diet (if we can fo contrive it) we 
ought to make choice of Veal, Mutton, Beef, Pul- 
lets, Capons, Peacocks, Larks, Chaffinches, Quails, , 
Hares, Conies, ec. Perch, Pike, Whiting, Sole, 
Salmon, ec. Eggs, Butter, Green and Parma- 
Cheefe, Buttermilk; Cichory, Endive, Sorrel, 
Lettuce, Chervil, Parfley, Rofemary, Sharp-Ap- 
ples, Quinces, Limons, Oranges, Capers, @e. 

On the other fide, Flefh and Fifh which hath 
been dried and falted; are very hurtful , as Bacon, 
and Pork, Haddocks, Eels, Crabs, Shrimps, Green 
Fruit, and all things that ace hard of Digeftion, 

Walnuts are very much commended,.and not 
without good reafon; for there may be very much 
ufe made of them: The green ones preferved,do 
mucth good to thofe that abound with Choler ; but 
fuch as are come to their full ripenefs, whether you 
take them frefh gathered, or when they are more 
dried, all chat make ufe of chem, will tell you that 
they are very pernicious. 

The ftrongeft Beer, and Wine of a middle 
Strengch, are very ufeful at fuch times, if mode- 
rately taken; but we cannot allow that any, ex- 
cept fuch as are very ancient, fhould dayly make 
ufe of ftrong and {weet Wines, nor of Spirit of 
Wine and Brandy.

Huazarian Dileale is feated. chiefly in 
the putrified Phlegm of the Head and 
Brains ; whence thofe that labour un- 
der it, are tormented with great and 
maniacal head-ach. 

But. though thefe three Difeafes 
have their rife from one and the fame 
caule (Putrefaction,) and are to be cu- 
red by the fame remedies; yet is there- 
in required the diferetion of a prudent 
Phyfitian, for the ordering and pre- 
{eribing of Medicines according to cir- 
cumitances. 

Take a drachm of Zedoary, give it 
pulverifed to the Patient in V£etum 
of Rue, or Elder, or Marigold-flowers, 
orevenin common Vinegar: Let him 
{weat upon it. -*Tis good againft all 
forts of venom, and caufeth a. {weet 
breath, as refilting inward corruption, 

In the Apothecary Shops you find 
an Blectuary, called Dia/cordium, found 
by that famous Phyfitian Hieronymus 
Fracaftorius, Jt is like to Treacle and 
Wuchridate: only ‘tis red from fome 
ingredients giving it that colour, 
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This may be ufed with fafety by 
Wemen with Child, young Chil- 
drenand allforts of Perfons, where- 
as, as was faid above , Treacle 
and Mithridate may not. . It is made 
chiefly of Scordium ox Water-German- 
der, which hath the fmell of Leek 
when bruifed. 

Galen in his firlt Book De  £ntidotis, 
Chap. 12. writeth, that when in a 
great battel {ome flain bodies chanced 
to fall upon this Herb, they rotted not 
as far as they were touched by this 
Herb. 

The faid Fracafforius did compound 
this his Diafcordium out of this Herb 
Scordium , Tormentil , Serpentaria, Gen- 
tian, Bole Armeniac and Terra Sigillata, 
and fuch like Ingredients, 

It is chiefly to be ufed in the hot 
Difeafes of the Head; which I have 
done many a hundred times. Take 
of it the weight of about two ducats 
in common Vinegar, or in Elder- 
water, or rather in the exprefled Juyce 
of frefh Sorrel, and {weat upon it, 
Tis very good efpecially in the Hunga- 
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rian Sicknefs and other venomous and } 
infectious Difeafes. To young People: |! 
you may give a lefler quantity , and 
proportionably you are to leflen the 
dofe for Women with Child or in 
Child-bed, and little Children. 

Befides take notice of the Powder 
of Doctor Heffies, which hath been 
ufed with great benefit, and is thus 
prepared ; | 

Take a drachm of Sugar-candy, a 
quarter of an ounce of pulveriled Gin- 
ser, anda drachm of Camphir; ré- 
duce all to.a fine powder ;. give of: it 
to the infected Patient the weight of 
a drichm in Vinegar mingled with 
the water of Marigold-flowers, Sca- 
bious or Sorrel, and fweat upon it. 
If you have none of thele waters, 
then look that the Vinegar be not tog 
fharp, and to that end dilute it with 
fome wine and water. Mean time, 
though ‘in this cafe I highly value 
Camphir, yet in ftead ot Ginger I 
would ufe Zedoary, Saxifrage, Carlina 
or lmperatoria, or the true Fetafites or 
Butter-burr.

Again, Brimflone is none of the 
meaneft remedies in thele infectious 
cafes , for it preferves the body from 
putrefaction. Wherefore take of the 
rn0ble Flowers of Sulphur a quarter 
of an ounce, being fublimed from 
Colcothar; add to it one {cruple of 
Camphir, an gunce of the Spirit or 
yl of Cyprian or Venetian Turpen- 
tine. Put allthis into a Glafs-head, 
lute it well and put itupon hot fand 
or afhes, whereby the Oyl of Tur- 
pentine will come to. open the Brim- 
{tone, and produce a red colour like 
a Ruby, or at leaft as yellow as a high- 
colour'd Hyacinth. Of this give 
{ome to the Patient three or four times, 
mingled’ with a little Treacle , or in 
Sorrel, Cardobénedi@us, or Scabious- 
water.

Toads and Snakes; others value the 
Blood of Hens, Jecaule they eat Spi-- 
ders and other venomous Infects. . I 
fhould efteem moft the Flefh or Blood 
of Badgers; which isto be dried. in 
the fhade, and that done, you muft 
mix with it Saffron; Camphir,. and 
fome or other of the Anti-peftilential 
roots, as of Angelica, Zedoaria ; or 
the like, together with a little live 
Brimitone to the quantity of a ducats 
which is to be taken in -4cetum of 
Rue, or Marigold-flowers, or Walnuts, 
and in cafe of want.of thefe,in'com- 
mon Vinegar: Upon which the. Pa- 
tient is to fweat. If thou art .a 
good, husband, have ready a_ good 
CAcetum of Rue, Walnut-kernels 
and Marigold-flowers', taking . the 
greater quantity of Rue; and as you 
ufe it, fillitup again with —dcetwm of 
Elder-berries.

There is another kind of Inflam- 
mation, bythe Latins called Prunella 
alba, This is of the fame kind with 
the reft, but not of the fame degree ; 
for ’tis not of fo dry anature, as the 
others are, but commonly is moift , 
yet overlays all the Gums, the Throat, 
and the Weafand with fuch a tough 
white flime, like a kind of leather ,

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Yetmuft you not put in.any greafie:} 
Fat, or any Oyl of Olives, becaufe}
